— The United States and all of its North Atlantic 
allies except France announced yesterday that they are inviting the 
Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hungary and East Germany 
to talks beginning January 31 on mutual and balanced reduction of

“The governments of Belgium, 
Canada, the Federal Republic of 
Germany, Luxembourg, the Nether- 
lands, the United Kingdom and the 
United States are communicating 
this proposal to the governments of 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hungary 
and the U-S.S.R.," the communique 
sald, 


West Germany is sending an in- 
vitation to the East German gov- 
ernment, it said, The countries in- 
volved are those situated in central 
Europe or having troops there. 

The invitations went out a week 
after the Western allies agreed to 
start preliminary talks on the So- 
viet-proposed European Security 
Conference in Helsinki November 22. 
The East bloc nations should now 
readily agree to the Western in- 
vitation, the sources said. 

Originally the West wanted the 
troop talks to start at the same 
time as the preparations for the 
security conference. The East Bloc 
was wary to agree. U.S. presi- 
dential adviser Henry Kissinger 
swung the November-January deat 
when he visited Moscow last Sep- 
tember. The West agreed with this 
on the understanding there would be 
parallel progress between the two 
sets of talks. 

Denmark, Greece, Italy, Norway 
and Turkey “will confirm their in- 
tention to be represented at the 
exploratory talks,” the Nato com- 
munique said. These Nato “flank 
countries” at first were not to take

— Police yesterday 
jailed a 45-year-old woman on 
charges of being an accomplice in 
the shooting death on Monday of 
igh-living self-styled Syrian jour- 
nalist Khodr Kanzon. 

They said she lent her Peugeot 
ear to the Killers. 

Therese Lefevre, a medical tech- 
nician, was charged with complicity 
in the slaying, She was taken to 
Roquette prison in East Paris. 

She had told police the car was 
stolen from her. Witnesses to the 
Killers’ getaway gave the licence 
number to police. 

Kannon, who lived in a $500-a- 
month flat in the exclusive 16th 
arrondissement, was professionally 
gunned down by two men who same 
to his apartment, police sald. 

Detectives have found little evi- 
dence of how the 36-year-old Arab 
supported himself. Arab journalists 
said they did not know him, and 
the Syrian embassy said lt found 
no record of him on files on the 
600 Syrians living in Paris. 

A pretty blonde model named 
Veronique who was with Kannon 
at the time of the shooting said 
she never spoke with him of his 
professional activities. “To me, he

Four dead 


on roads 


Four persons died in road accid- 
ents and Wednesday, in- 
cluding two tourists killed in Sinai 
when an army vehicle crashed Into 
their parked truck. 

The Sinai accident, which left 
three others injured, occurred Wed- 
nesday evening near Moshav Nevi'ot 
ou the Gulf of Hilat. The driver of 


“the army vehicle apparently failed 


to see the truck, which was parked 
at the side of the road with five 
people in It; after hitting a soldier 
standing nearby, the army vehicle 
ploughed into the truck. The two 
male tourists, whose names were not 
released, died on the way to hospital. 
The other three hurt — a soldier on 
reserve duty and two Eilat men — 
were in hospital last night, two with 
serious injuries. 

In Jerusalem, a 41-year-old 
resident of Beit Safafa, Hassan 
‘Mohammed Hassan, was killed yes- 
terday when he was struck by a 
semi-trailer while crossing the road 
at the junction of Gilo and Beit 
Safafa. The driver was held for 
questioning.

24,000 pupils 
get high school 


welfare grants ~

Close to 24,000 high school stu- 
dents from low-income families have 
received a total of 116,350,000 in 
grants from the Welfare Ministry 
this year, the Ministry hag an- 
nounced. 

The grants are designed to help 
defray the cost of school and field 
trips. ‘Students in grades 9 and 11 
réceived IL240. Since it was found 
that expenses in grades 10 and 12 


were slightly lower, those grades 
received only TL.200. 
Eligible for the grants were 


students whose families are on 
welfare or whose total income is 
less than IL90 a month per person. 
Most of those eligible attend regular 
high schools, although some attend- 
ing schools with dorraiterie; were 
also covered, provided they were 
not already supported by the Educa- 
tion Ministry or Youth ‘Aliya. 
Jerusalem high school students 
received the lon’s share of the 
grants (2,007), followed by Beer- 
sheba (1,154), Tel Aviv (928) and 
Haifa '(5685). This is the third year 
the Welfare Ministry has distributed 
the grants, the spokesman said.

Dispute over rights at ‘Machpela’ 


Moslems oppose Jews’ 
prayers in Hebron

The East Jerusalem Supreme 
Moslem Council yesterday vowed 
to resist “by every legitimate 
means” the latest measures ex- 
tending additional space and 
facilities to Jewish worshippers 
at the Mosque of Abraham in 
Hebron, which houses the Mach- 
pela Cave and the Tomb of the 
Patriarchs. 

In a reaction to the Council's 
stand, spokesmen for the Jewish 
settlers in the new Kiryat Arba 
quarter of Hebron retorted that the 
right of Jews to visit and pray at 
the “tombs of our forefathers" was 
“inalienable.” 

The Council's statement was made 
by Its chairman, Sheikh Hilmi al- 
Muhtasib, at a press conference held 
at the Moslem community head- 
quarters just outside the Aksa 
compound in the Old City. 

“Ever since the West Bank was 
occupied in June 1967, Jews have 
been forcing their way into Hebron’s 
Tbrahimi Mosque, committing acts 
of provocation and being insensitive 
to the feelings of the: Moslems, the 
shrine's legitimate owners," Sheikh 
al-Muhtasib said. He also charged 
the site was gradually being turned 
into a synagogue. 

Sheikh Muhtasib, who was flank- 
ed by a dozen members of the 25- 
latest 
measures would have serious repef= 
cussions, . both “with regard to the 
future of Hebron and to “the rest 
of the occupied territory." 

Sheikh Muhtasib said “‘the latest 
act of aggression” at the Hebron 


shrine — which he said wag an 
exclusively Moslem sanctuary 
was the most serious in a lst of 
trespasses committed since 1967. 

The chairman of the Moslem 
Council, which ig considered by 
West Bank . residents as their 
highest religious authority, pointed 
out that yesterday's “con- 
ference was the third held by the 
Council since 1967. The ‘first was 
held four yearg ago following the 
confiscation of Arab lands in East 
Jerusalem; the second followed the 
1969 fire at Al-Aksa mosque. 

In reply to a question, Sheikh al- 
Muhtasib said Moslems did not 
oppose Jewish visits to the Hebron 
shrine, but were against Jews hold- 
ing prayers at the site, which he 
sald has been a mosque for the past 
14 centuries. There can be no com- 
promise on this,” he said. . 

A Kiryat Arba spokesman said 
yesterday that “the days are gone 
forever when Jews are only per 
mitted to mount the first seven 
steps of the tomb.” He said the 
best reply to “the Sheikh’s inflam- 
matory remarks" would be enlarg- 
ing Kiryat Arba, developing its in- 
dustries and increasing the number 
of Jews in Hebron.”

many Soviet leaders, and did the 
same when they later visited Ru- 
mania. Gov. Mandel found an “at- 
tempt to eliminate all religion” In 
the ‘Soviet Union, which was di- 
rected more at Jews “simply be- 
cause they are more adamant in 
their desire to leave." 


In a press conference held in 
Jerusalem's Beit Agron earlier in 
the day, the Governor said the 
“Rogers Plan" for a settlement of 
the Middle East conflict was 
“practically dead.” The U.S. “is 
dedicated to a course of ne- 
gotiations between the parties" to 
the conflict, he added, and “is de- 
termined to see that Israel remains 
militarily strong.” 

Chairman of the National Gov- 
ernors’ Conference, Mr. Mandel said 
that — although he was concerned 
it might — religion never became 
an issue in his election campaigns. 
There are 125,000 Jews in his state. 
Speaking about the recent U.S. 
presidential campaign, he said he 
resented the idea of a Jewish bloc 
vote. “Jews are too sophisticated 
and too knowledgeable .to vote as 
a bloc,” he stated. 

Governor Mandel is heading a 
150-member group of Maryland 
U.J.A. contributors, among them 
the Mayor of Baltimore, William 
Donald Shaefer. Yi the 
Governor met with former Prime 
Minister David Ben-Gurion, whom 
he described as “fascinating,” and 
dedicated a 4.5-km. road running 
from Mitzpe Ramon in the Negev 
to the Tel Aviv University obser- 
vatory nearby. The road was con- 
structed by the Jewish National 
Fund with a $250,000 donation 
from. contributors in Maryland. 

Last night, Ya'acov Tsur, chair- 
man of the 7.NF.. held 2 dinner 
in the Governor's honour, and today 
Mr. Mandel is due to dedicate a

AMERICANS SETTING UP 
MOSHAYV IN THE NEGEV 


By ABRAHAM EABINOVICH 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The first agricultural moshav to 
be settled by Ameri- 
cans in 20 years will be launched 
next spring at a virgin site in the 
Eshkol Region, west of Beersheba. 
Almost 811 ‘the settlers are university 
graduates and several hold PhD.s. 

The moshay, the first in the coun- 
try to be based entirely on giass- 
house farming, is the conception of 
Edward Peretz, a 52-year-old expert 
in glasshouse tomato-growing wh? 
immigrated from New Zealand four 
years ago. It was Peretz who con- 
vinced the Jewish Agency Settle 
ment Department that glasshouse 
farming, which requires as little as 
one-fifth the water utilized by con- 
ventional farming, held great pros- 
pects for development 
in the water-hungry South. 

The settlers were chosen from 
among close to 200 persons who 
wrote letters in response to an 
article in The Jerusalem Post over- 
seas edition 15 months ago, which 
described Mr. Peretz’s proposal to 
establish a pilot glasshouse moshav 
with immigrants. The 
letters, mostly from the U.S., were 
received by the newspaper, by Mr. 
Peretz and by the Jewish Agency. 
The Settlement Department sent out 
questionnaires to 60 or 70 persons 
who expressed a serious interest in 
joining the moshav. 

The letter-writers, inquiring as 
to each others’ identity, formed a

own. ‘al families were brought 
to Israel on 8, scouting mission from 
the U.S. and from New Zealand, 
where considerable interest had also 
been expressed in the project.

An initial screening of applicants 
was conducted by Agency personnel 
abroad.

Many had come from 
points far distant, such as the Texas 
couple who flew to Los Angeles.

Among the breadwinners were an 
electrical engineer, a chemistry 
teacher, two plant pathologists, a 
photographer, an auto mechanic, and 
an industrial designer.

his wife Lilly have been living for 
the past three years. The first 
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jacent moshav next April and be- 
gin working in the glasshouses that 
will be erected on the new site. 
By April 1974, 30 houses are to be 
ready in the new moshav. By 1976 
there are to be 60 families, a num- 
ber of them native Israelis. If the 
village proves a success, Settlement 
Department officials envision a large 
mumber of similar settlements being 
set up om the hitherto barren wastes 
of the South. The produce would be 
aimed at the high-priced winter mar- 
kets in Europe. In addition to to- 
matoes, there might also be roses 
and other flowers. 

The only other agricultural mo- 
shay set up mostly by Americans 
is Orot, which was established in 
1952 near Be'er Tuvia. Following the 
Six Day War, a group of Americans 
organized a moshav shitufi (co- 
lective) at Neve Han, in the Jeru- 
salem Corridor, but this is based 
largely on sophisticated industries. 

Each settler in the glasshouse 
Mmoshav will be required to invest 
$10,000. A portion of it will go 
for expansion of the standard-sized 
moshav house from 64 to 90 square 


Israelis hurt 
in Tanzania 
‘doing better’ 


NAIROBI (Reuter). — The three 
Israeli tourista injured in a road 
accident in Tanzania last .Saturday 
are now in 2 Nairobi hospital, 
after having been airlifted out by 
a “Flying Doctor” plane. 

The Israel Embassy in Nairobi 
said the three — Israel Abraham, 
Ya'acov Erlichman and Ya’acov 
Efra — were doing better. 

The three, all reportedly from 
Tel Aviv, were on their way to 
Zambia on Saturday when their 
car and a Landrover collided in an 
Isolated corner of southern Tan- 
zania. They were kept at a field 
hospital in Chunya, 720 km. from 
the Tanzanian capital of Dar-es- 
Salaam. 

The Israeli Embassy in Dar-es- 
Salaam, when it learned of the ac- 
cident, arranged through Nairobi to 
have a Nairobi-based British heli- 
copter pilot fiy the injured from 
Isolated Chunya to the nearest air- 
strip, from which the “Flying Doc- 
tor” service took them on to Nai- 
tobi. 

“Ma‘ariv” reported yesterday that 
Ya'acov Efra — the only one of 
the three without serious injurles — 
said the Tanzanians had held them 
incommunicado in the primitive field 
hospital for several days on “spy- 
Ing” charges. Efra, who also re- 
portedly said Erlichman had been 
unconscious since the accident, told 
the paper by phone he had to steal 
a Landrover and drive 200 km. to 
get to a phone and notify the Is- 
raeli Embassy in Dar-es-Salaam 
about the accident.

The climate in the Eshkol Region 
is ideal for glasshouse-growing — 
an abundance of sunshine, an ab- 
sence of frosts — and the sandy 
soil is excellent. Speaking from two 
@ecades of experience growing to- 
matoes in New Zealand and th: 
Channel Island of Guernsey, Eddie 
Peretz says “I've never seen frutt 
in my life like the fruit grown 
here.” 

Says Nahmias, who visited the ex- 
pert growers of Guernsey: “Peretz 
throws away tomatoes they classify 
as Class One.” 


Three men held 
for brandishing 
guns in public 


TEL AVIV. --- Three men were ar- 
rested here during the past 48 
hours for running around in public 
with revolvers. The arrests include 
two 25-year-old local men who al- 
legedly cruised through Jaffa's 
Clocktower Square firing at random. 

Police were alerted about the two 
motorized gunmen at 4 am. yes- 
terday, when they got an anony- 
mous call that someone riding 
through the square in a Mercedes 
taxi had suddenly shoved a pistol 
out the window and begun firing 
in various directions. Not long 
afterward a restaurant owner on 
Jaffa-Tel Aviv Road called to say 
that two men aged about 25 had 
threatened him with a revolver 
when he told them it was too early 
to fix them breakfast, His descrip- 
tion of the men tallied with that 
given by the first caller, 

When police got to the scene the 
restaurant owner told them the 
pair had fled as he phoned in his 
complaint. A short search of the 
area turned up the two men, cower- 
ing in an alley. Under one of the 
rubbish heaps in the alley police 
found a revolver. 

The two men, identified only as 
Tel Aviv residents, were arrested 
for questioning. 

On Wednesday evening passersby 
in Tel Aviv’s Rehov Habashmal 
chased and-seized another man who 
had been staggering about, brand- 
ishing a tevolver, and turned 
aver to police. It emerged that the 
man, a Jaffa resident aged 32, had 
been intoxicated at the time. 

The police war on hooliganigm in 
the Tel Aviv area continued on 
Wednesday with visits to most of 
the area’s cinemas. This produced 
50 summonses for smoking. The 
evening’s roundup of suspected 
prostitutes totalled 40.

BEIRUT (Reuter). — The mass- 
circulation “Al-Nahar” newspaper 
reported yesterday that Arab circles 
in Cairo were discussing a plan to 
set up a Palestinian state comprising 
the West Bank of the Jordan and 
the Gaza Strip as a way of solving 
the Middle East problem, 


The irdependent Lebanese news- 
paper said in a dispatch from Cairo 
that the ‘“Huropean-international” 
project might he touched upon 
during the current conference in 
Kuwait of Arab foreign and defence 
ministers. 

It added that the project re- 
guired talks between Arab League 
Secretary-General Mahmoud Riad 
and United Nation Secretary-Gen- 
eral Kurt Waldheim. Dr. Waldheim 
would convey the Arab viewpoint 
to israel, expected to be represented 
by Foreign Minister Abba Eban, 


and then pass on Israel's view to 
Mr. Riad, the paper said. 

The paper quoted Arab circles in 
Cairo as saying that entrusting Mr. 
Riad with the mission would re- 
solve the problem of Palestinian 
representation as the Palestine 
Liberation Organization was an 
Arab League member. 

Under the project, the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip would be linked 
through Akaba and Eilat by a cor- 
ridor designed to separate the 
Egyptian and Israeli borders. 

The project also provides for es- 
tablishing a provisional Palestinian 
government agreed upon by the 
Pelestinfans and the Arab  coun- 
tries. This would not include for- 
eign and defence portfolios for a 
three-year period after which a 
foreign ministry would be estab- 
lished and an application to join 
the United Nations made. 


Master forger’s paintings 


sell for up 


NEW YORK (UPI). — A group of 
31 paintings by master art-forger 
David Stein went on display Wed- 
nesday at a Manhattan gallery 
at prices ranging up to $2,000 for 
a work In the style of Chagall. 

The show at the Adam Gallery 
also included acrylic paintings in 
the styles of Picasso, Van Gogh, 
Braque, Matisse, and Modigliani, 
but all were clearly signed by 
Stein. There even were some “Stein 
Steins” in the artist's own style, 
which is considered less interesting 
than his versions of the modern 
masters, 

At a preview opening Tuesday 
night, three paintings were sold 
for $125, $350 and $600. 

It was Chagall who tipped au- 
thorities in 1967 to Stein's activities, 
which were reported to have gross- 
ed him nearly $2m. The artist 
iooked over the "Chagalls” in Stein's 
Park Avenue gallery and went to 
the District Attorney. The case re- 
ceived wide publicity and caused 
embarrassment to a number of mu- 
seums and private collectors. 

Stein was jalled in New York for 
10 months, then extradited to 
France for trial on charges stem- 
ming from forgery activities there. 
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to $2,000 


He was convicted and spent 38 
months in jail during which he turn- 
ed out a collection of pastels which 
sold like hot cakes and decorated 
the prison chapel in the style of 
El Greco. 

Since his release earlier this year, 
Stein has been working in a Paris 
studio on paintings for the current 
exhibition, which later will be shown 
in London, Sydney and Tokyo. 

“Golng to jail was worth it,” 
Stein said in a interview. “How 
long would it take me to have a 
name so I could seli my art in 
my own right? Fifteen years. But 
it took me only three years, 1 
have a name now. It's good to 
paint in the style of other artists 
because that’s how you learn, then 
go your own way.” 

Robert Miller, director of the 
Adam Gallery, said he staged the 
show because it was good publicity 
for his gallery and he was interest- 
ed in seeing the public's reaction 
to Stein's work. 

Stein is working on an autobio- 
graphy with British journalist Peter 
Wright. He says the book “will ex- 
pose much of the pretension and 
corruption that exists in the art 
work.”

An agreement between the Bonn 
and Polish governments was signed 
at the headquarters of the Inter- 
national Red Cross, which since 1961 
has been reviewing individual cases. 

On the basis of the Red Cross 
investigations, West Germany has 
already paid a total of 40 million 
marks ($12,392,000) to 1,357 per- 
sons examined by Red Cross doctors. 

Poland said there were some 6.000 
other people suffering from the 
‘Nazi experiments. Rather than have 
each case examined separately, Ger- 
Many agreed on a giobal compensa- 
tion. Polish authorities are responsi- 
ble for making payments according 
to the severity of the injuries.

Heath tours Belfast 


BELFAST (UPI). — British Prime 
Minister Edward Heath toured Bel- 
fast behind a tight security screen 
yesterday for a first-hand look at 
the ravages of three years of civi] 
@trife in Northern Ireland. 

A few hours before Heath arrived 


the front door of his home in a 
Protestant area of Mast Belfast. 

‘The dead Catholic was 29-year- 
old Docherty, who refused 
to answer his door when a youth 
knocked early yesterday. The as- 
sassin fired three times through the 
glass door, one bullet striking Do- 
cherty in the chest. 

In the Protestant Antrim Road

Rival factions lined the streets to 
cheer and jeer the Prime Minister, 
making his firat vistt to Ulster in 
11 months. .

residents hung out black flags to 
mourn the continued internment of 
some 280 suspected members of the 
Irish Republican Army. 

Heath got a cheer from workers 
at a factory where πὸ stopped 
briefly on the way to Belfast city 
hall. But outside the city hall he 
met shouts of “Exterminete the 
IRA," “Ulster is not for sale" and 
“What about the internees?” 

Heath lunched with industrialists 
and trade union leaders at a hall 
just outside Belfast and later meet 
religious leaders, including Wiliam 
Cardinal Conway, Catholic Primate 
of All Ireland. 

Today he plans to meet politicai 
groups including the frotestant 
Unionist Party, which ruled Nor- 
thern Ireland until local govern- 
ment was suspended last March, 
and the moderate Alliance Party. 

Catholic leaders refused Heath's 
invitation to meet them and he 
declined to meet the Ulster Loyalist 
Council, an umbrella organization 
uniting several militant Protestant 
groups, because it was not a re- 
cognized poiltical party.

Arthur Brigham, a devotee from 
Denver, Colorado, director of the 
movement's public re)ations division, 
said the money wag to be used for 
the local travel and food expenses 
of about 3,000 Western devotees, 
mostly from ‘the U-S., who had come 
to India in seven chartered Boelng- 
747s to meditate in the Himalayas 
for a month. 

The watches and jewellery, he 

said, were gifts for the Guru, his 
mother and brothers and for about 
2,000 Mahatmas — the mission's 
priests. 
“This was supposed to be like a 
birthday party," said Brigham, ex- 
Plaining thet the devotees, had come 
here to celebrate the birth anni- 
versary of the Guru's late father, 
who founded the Divine Light Mis- 
sion in India in 1960. 

The Guru took the movement to 
the West in 1971, going first’ to 
England and the U.S. 

The Guru however denied any per- 

sonal connection with the suitcase, 
When he went through customs at 
Deihi airport he told inspectors he 
had nothing to declare. 
“It was nothing to do with me,” 
he said. “It's an attempt to harm 
the Divine Light Mission. When 
someone grows, others get jealous of 
him — and the Divine Light Mis- 
sion has just blasted like an atomic 
bomb ali over the world.” 


5 million followers 


The Mission claims a following of 
five million in this country, 40,000 in 
the U.S., 10,000 in Europe, 6,000 in 
Britain and 600 in Japan. 

‘A Government source said it was 
unlikely the Guru would be pro- 
secuted as his Indian personal se- 
cretary had accepted responsibility 
for the suitcase. 

But the government was concern- 

ed about the growing financial re- 
sources of the mission abroad, he 
said, especially in the U.S., where 
the American devotees recently pur- 
chased two small airplanes for the 
Guru's use. 
Brigham said all money received 
by the mission had come from 
private donations and all purchases 
were for a purpose. 

‘Defending the purchase of the 
two planes, he said: “There are so 
many hijackings of commercial 
planes. This is why he needs his 
own planes. Guru Maharaj Ji’s life 
is supremely valuable to us, be- 
cause he is the bestower of “‘The 
Knowledge” to us. We don’; want 
anything to happen to him." 

“The Knowledge” is said to con- 
sist of ways to develop spiritual 
energy. 

The Guru himself said the contro- 

vergy could have happened only in 
India, his homeland. 
“I have been having some, but not 
so many, controversies in the West," 
he said. “People are more under- 
standing in the West.”

The guide has detailed in- 
formation on government, munici- 
pal and other institutions, as well 
as on health centres, places of en- 
tertainment, culture, sports, com- 
merce and religion. It provides the 
handicapped with information on 
the best way to reach these places 
and whether they are easily ac- 
cessible with ramps for wheelchairs.

Gov't to help 
industry fight

AS the Indochina war appears 

to be drawing to an uneasy 
close, tension between China and 
the Soviet Union is increasing 
again. The Soviet Union owes 
much of its influence in the a 
Asian region to its strong mat- 
erial andmoral support of North 
Vietnam while remaining ap 
parently eager for in Indo- 
china. It is, therefore, anxious 
that its influence should not re- 
cede once the guns are stilled. 


China, which throughout the 
war has reluctantly accepted the 
Soviet Union's role in assisting 
the Hanoi Government to at 
extent beyond Peking’s resour- 
ces, is keen to break the Soviet 
encirelement of its borders and 
oust Moscow from a dominant 
role in Southeest Asia — and 
also in the South Asian Indian 
subcontinent. 

With peace but a stroke of 
a pen away in Viemam, China 
ig manoeuvring to ensure that 
a waning of American influence 
in the region will be matched by 
a similar Russian eclipse. 


The first salvo in the renewed 
Sino-Soviet jousting came on 

‘tober 1, when, in its tradi- 
tional editorial marking the an- 
niversary of the founding of 
the Chinese People's Republic, 
the official Peking “People’s 
Daily” shocked Communist dip- 
lomats ‘by calling Soviet social 
imperialism more dangerous 
old-style imperialism. This was 
the first time such a sentiment 
had ‘been expressed — and 
Chinese leaders have repeated 
it since to ram the point home.

EB of the main developments which seem 
to be emerging from the current confer- 
ence of the Arab Forelgn and Defence Min- 
istars in Kuwait appears to be Egypt's success 
im persuading the Arab states to back Cairo's 
acceptance of Sec Council resolution 242, 
at ἃ time when the U.N. is preparing to 
debate the Middle East crisis later this month. 
It was surprising to hear that the delegates 
of those Arab states which opposed the reso- 
lution, adopted In November, 1967, had told 
Kuwalt TV that they were agreed that the 
issue was the recovery of the Arab ter- 
ritories lost in 1967. The same states had 
been stressing that the issue was that of re- 
snvering “all Palestine.” 

The statement to the TV interviewer in no 
way meant ἃ change in the basic attitude of 
these governments, for their en also 
stressed the necessity of restoring “the rights 
of the Arab people of Palestine.” 

Judging from the new-old terminology being 
used this week, Egypt is believed to have con- 
vineed its critics that basically there was no 
difference between its call for the recovery of 
lost territorles and the restoration of the 
Palestinian Arabs’ rights to their former 
homeland, on the one hand, and the call of 
others who have been insisting on the recovery 
af Arab rights “in all Palestine,” on the other. 

Furthermore, by rallying ali the Arab states 
behind the Security Council resolution, Egypt 
appears to be seeking to leave the door open 
for a political settlement, overall or partial, 
while buying time for building up Arab mili- 
tary strength. The Arabs realize that their 
strength is still no match for Israel's, 

But while Egypt evidently is steering the 
Kuwait gathering towards such ends, the con- 
ference still faces the dominant problem of 
getting the Palestinian terrorist movement to 
adjust itself to pan-Arab strategies. 

The Egyptians stick to the ical 
opinion that, while the Arab states stage their 
political manoeuvres and prepare for a con- 
ventional battle, the terrorists should carry 
out sabotage activities to keep the Middle East 
crisis “alive.” This Egyptian stand has, in the 
past few months, created a kind of vicious 
eircle, with the terrorists carrying out sabo- 
tage activity and Israel striking at their bases 
in the Arab host countries. 

The Egyptians also express the belief that 
mo common Arab action can be efficient unless 
Jordan joins a unified strategy celling for 
renewed terrorist activity from Jordanian ter-
